Perscnal Editorial Controversy. 

| The Louisville, Gaurier of Thursday contains a 
history of another personal difficulty between 
gentlemen.of the press.

Successful Experiments with the Whit« 
worth Gun. 

Experiments were'tried' in the Nore on Sat- 
urday with Whitworth’s eighty-pounder, upon 
wrought iron plates 4¢ inches thick. The first 
shot went clean through, and passed about 11 
‘inches into the oak, aud then: glanced against 
a massive bolt, which turned it up at aright 
angle toits formor course, where it remained 
buriedjin the fram.ng between the plates in the 
inside of the ship.. The second shot not only 
went through the iron, but passed through the

Colonel Sirtori was just giving a pass to two 
young American ollicers from the United 
States steamship Iroquois, without which 
no one was allowed to enter the camp.

It was one 
of those panoramas jwhich suggest naturally 
your pitching your tent, there—that is if you 
have one. The word tent is erased from-the 
military dictionary of Garibaldi. However, a 
popular general has to yield at times to his 
soldiers, and so he could not prevent them from 
sticking into the ground four of the lances with 
which the squadron who have no muskets are 
armed, and from throwing’ over it a blanket. 
Under the tent you could sce the guacho saddle, 
arranged as a pillow, and. the black sheepskin 
covering asa hed, As for every one else, there 
were the olive treés affording shade, plenty of 
stones for pillows, and perhaps forevery tenth 
man & ara or blanket. All arotnd were pick- 
eted the horses. The General himself was not 
there when we arrived; hebad taken one of his 
morning etrolls, but in front of bis tent there 
were all his trusty followers—Colonel T'urr, the 
Hungarian, although still suffering from the 
shot in his arm, received in last year’s‘ cam- 
paign, yet always ready where'there is danger; 
Colonel Bixio, avother trasty follower and well.

They 
were a strange sight, indeed, in this by no 
means very Catholic army; but I assure’ you 
their behavior has been such that the wildest 
among these youths honor and respect them 
and in them their order.
